Grant, Boutwell & Co. are against him, 
and that, of itsell, should be sufficient 
reason. 


The Coming Session. 

If it were suspected of General Grant 
that he is a very t abitibus man, assuming 
an air ol careless stupidity in order to hide 
conscious abilities and cover up premed 
itated schemes, he might look to the meet- 
ing of Congress with a certain hopeful as- 
surance. Such is not the case. No one 
suspects him ot secretly planning the over- 
throw of the two houses and the donning 
of helmet or crown, and consequently, as 
no one fears him, no one respects him. 
There is always more or less of admiration 
felt for a first-class villain or usurper. But 
what is to be made out of a President who 
affects fast horses, bull-terriers and bill- 
larda who leu his wife dabble in stocks; 
who keeps company with Fisk; who trots 
about the country like the monkey in the 
menagerie; who bas s “pa,” and smokes 
Cube-sixes from the time he gets up until 
he goes to bed again? Obviously, nothing, 
literally, nothing; and consequently we 
may look to Other sources of amusement 
at Washington the coming winter than 
brawls between the executive and legisle 
tive departments of the Government 

Andrew Johnson made as sharp a fight 


for the prerogatives of the Chief Magis 


trate es Oharies made for those of the 
crown, and, though be was in part euc- 
cessful and at least came out with his 
head upon his shoulders, the imbecility of 
his successor will go very far to sink the 
Premdential office in the esteem of Con- 
gress and the people. General Jackson is 
emphatically dead. The Parhamentary 
period of the republic has perhaps set in, 
and, as the responsibility of the Repre- 
sentative is not yet clearly defined, it ls 
natural that our legislators and our legis 
lation should be more or less corrupt and 
partisan. We need look for little more 
than a conflict of warring rings during the 
coming session of Congress; and whisky 
and railroads will have a deal to do with 
the statesmanship and patriotism of the 
great men of the nation. The President 
is weak. The Cabinet is weak. The two 
Houses are strong at least in assurance, 
and the lobby is likely to keep them lively. 

If the Supreme Court of the United 
States could be relied on the prospect 
would be less gloomy. But it is not in 
the nature of the wig and the gown to 
make any very resolute stand against the 
law-making power. Lawyers themselves 
are conservative, and of all conservatives, 
your old lawyer—your timid, erudite split- 
ter of hairs—who has got on slowly up 
the steps of fortune until they have led 
him tothe higbest bench of professional 
preferment, is most conservative, most 
afraid of jars and danger. The Chief 
Justice is an able man, and the story goes 
that he is ambitious. It may be that his 
ability and his ambition will carry him far 
enough in the right dircction to satisly the 
claims of justice. But we doubt c We 
read in the career of Mr. Chase much 
that indicates a clear and well-stered intel- 
lect and a steady observance of personal 
interest, not to say a certain rectitude and 
consistency of opiniens. But there is 
an fusufficiency, on impression on 
our mind that his wansactions have not 
sprung from the best motives (though we 
should always be careful in estimating mo- 
tires); a shadew of insincerity, an actual 
lack of genuine dignity t the man 
which chills all popular en and 
will deprive him of that moral and spirit 
ual atmosphere which ought to surround 
a Chiet Justice in trying times. He weuld 
be much stronger and much more useful if 
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to the Bemate of the United States These 
pre bitter pills for Radieal Congressmen to 
swallow, but they will have to gulp them 
down as best they can. The Virginians 
having complied with the act of Congress 


now in session at Nashville will rub out all 
the infamous enactments of the past four 
years, and set the Stato om her old legs 
again. We assure our Democrat friends 
that they may have no fears of Tennessee. 
Judge Cooper, who has just been elected to 
thé Senate of the United States, was jor 
McClellan im 1864 and for Seymour in 
1868. He is a conservative man and dead 
out aga nat Radicalism. * 

The Democrats swept over California 
like a whirlwind. The probabilities are 
that the Republicans, or Radicals, will 
never again be able to make a respeciable 
race in that State. We will simply add 
that Califernia went for Grant in 68. 

It is useless to waste words on Vermont. 
She is joined to ber idols. Let her go. 

Maine is an old Democratic State, but 
she strayed off some fourteen years ago, 
and it may be that she will never return 
to the fold. Still, we have hope. There 
were favorable indications in the late elec- 
tions. The Radical majority was reduced. 
Where there are so many able, hard- 
working Democrats, they must take the 
prize, scone or later. 

The Radical crowing over the election 
in Ohio is conclusive evidence to our 
minds that they were awislly fearful ot 
being beaten. They have elected their 
candidate for Governor by a majority of 
seven or eight thousand, « reduction of 
their Presidential majority ef more than 
thirty thousand. A few more such wo- 
teries and they are undone. 

Penasylvanis went for Grant by twenty- 


less than five thousand. We hare no fear 
of the “old Keystone.” She will soon take 
her place in the Democratic column. 

We can see no change in the politics of 
Iowa. Se i Radical to the core, and it 
does seem that nothing short of an earth- 
quake or some great convulsion will be 
able to move her. 

The Empire State has again raised her 
voice. She speaks in behalf of the 
Democracy, and sends the welcome news 
that she has secured a Democratic majority 
in both branches of her Legislaturo—a 
thing that has not happened before for 
fifteen years. A Democratic Governor and 
a Democratic Legislature will be apt to in- 
tei ere with Radical plans and some most 
miquitous Radical legislation 

The Democrats of Massachusetts have 
dome nobly. They have reduced the ma- 
jority, ome year ago, from seventy thousand 
to about twenty. In New Jersey the 
Demecrats have carried both branches of 
the Legislature by thelr usual majority. 
That State is Democratic to the core. II- 
pois and Wisconsin have gone Republican, 
but the people's ticket, composed of Re- 
publicans and Democrats, has triumphed 
m Chicago by an immense majority. 
Thus we have faithfully run over the field. 
The result of our explorations is, that it 
only needs “a long pull, a strong pull, and 
a pull all together,” at the next election, 
to sweep Radicalism into a hope'ecss m- 
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that “a stitch in time saves nine,” and not 
stand on the order of its coming, but come
